Nobody 
could ever toll them after that that 
tho Jail was not haunted. The warden 
was almost at his wits' end. but ho 
tried one more scheme. 
Ho began to 


transfer tho prisoners, a few at a 
time, from cell to cell, and

of transferred men very closely. In 
this way the noise was finally traced 
to a practical joker among tho pris- 
oners, who produced the diabolical 
yell with the aid of a hair comb and 
a newspaper. A piece of paper was 
folded across the comb and held as a 
mouthpiece at the small end of u meg- 
aphone made by rolling the newspaper 
up Into a cone. 
Everybody knows 


what a fearful noise can be made by 
pressing the lips against u pupcr-cov- 
orcd comb and blowing hard. 
With 


the megaphone added tho nolsn was 
greatly magnified, and It madn a noise 
calculated to give anybody cold chills 
In tho pitchy darknessj)f a big prison. 
With the detection of thn culprit thn 
noises ceased, but tho Jail's reputation 
for being haunted spread 
amazingly, 


oven beyond tho granite walls of tho 
prison, and still clings to It. 


The Case of Ruminskl. 


Mlko Rumlnskl 
was one of 
the 


shrewdest prisoners ever 
planed

murderers' row. On tho morning Im 
was sentenced to death for strangling 
his wife, pouring kerosene over tin. 
body and sotting tiro to the house, ho 
declared that tho sheriff would nevei 
Set a cbanci) to hang him. Tho ovl 
donee produced against Rumlnskl at 
his trial tended to show that ho wan 
a professional strangler and robber. 
Several mouths before ho killed 
bis 


wife be bad stranded his own baby to 
death, but this was not known until 
the authorities made an Investigation 
following the death of bis wife. 


On account of tho threat of tho con. 


detuned man that ho would cheat thn 
gallows, an extra close watch was kept 
on him In his cell, a guard being sta- 
tioned outsldo tho door day and night 
to prevent him from taking his own 
life. 


One night RiiinlnHkl went to bed as

head and around his neck. Tho handle 
of a tin cup. which ho managed to got 
poHHosslon of, was passed through the 
loop, and then Riimlnskl carefully and 
quietly proceeded to choke himself tto 


had made prorlslon to guard against 
his plans being thwarted In that way. 
The handle of tho tin cup had been 
straightened out and then hooked at 
tho end In such a way that tho mo- 
mcnt Rumlnskl's hand released It it 
caught In tho collar of his shirt and 
held fust. 
Rumlnskl had been dead 


several hours when the guard attempt- 
ed to arouse him next morning. >

The sensa- 
tional case oC tho D'ddlo brothers 13 
too well known and has been drama- 
tized too much to nved recalllnc fo 
the memory of readers. It was morelj 
one of many cases which havo served 
to give tho Allegheny county Jail o 
spooky reputation and to make the o/U 
murderers' vow no longer habitable.

Tobacco Men Fix Prices. 


At a convention of the tobacco de- 


partment of the American Society of 
Equity here the leaf tobacco growers 
of Wisconsin fixed a schedule of mini- 
mum prices for this year's crop and 
decided that If the middle men de- 
cline to pay those prices they will 
pool their product and sell It directly 
to the manufacturers. The delegates 
present pledged themselves and the 
growers they represent not to sell 
their tobacco for less than the prices 
fixed. 
If growers can get more than 


the prices fixed they are at liberty to 
do HO. The 
schedule of minimum 


prices Is an follows: 
"Best crop, 15 


cents per pound; medium crop 12% 
cents per pound; poor crop, not In- 
cluding trash, ten cents per pound." 
Thin Is said to ho an Increase of about 
20 per c.'-nt. over tho minimum prices 
of last year. The convention decided 
that If crops are not sold by January 
15 next, growers are to organize pools 


Additional Tax Not a Necessity. 


At a meeting of the state board of 


assessment, consisting of Gov. David- 
son, Secretary of State Frear, and 
State Treasurer Dahl. It was practical^ 
ly decided that It would not be neces- 
sary to levy a HtutH tax. other than 
the seven-tenths of a mill tax for com- 
mon scliool purposes, this year.

hives and reverted to a slat* of na- 
ture. The vast bulk of the wild bees 
are of th* German or black raco, while 
th* standard domesticated bee is th* 
Italian; but that, however, I* only be- 
cause the Germans were th* flrst to 
be Introduced here. Just when the 
Germans cam* I* In doubt, but it was 
some timo in the seventeenth centu- 
ry; certainly It wa* not until near

.pillar has been the most serious of the 
shade-tree pests In Philadelphia, Now 
York, Brooklyn and Hnstun, but It was 
not until 1S!i.' that It appeared In 
AVashtneton In siiiilcletit numbers to 
bo regarded as a menace to the foil- 
age. 
In that year also the fall web 


worm was monvabundant In this city 
than It had been since 188G. In 1'JOl 
tho pests of both kinds again appeared 
In great numbers, and now there Is 
another Invasion, giving a period of 
six years between each great attack. 


Hitherto the chief check upon the 


Insects has been tho parasites that 
come in great numbers In the same 
year A that tho caterpillars abound and 
dey'.roy most of the multitude of eggs 
Iftld by tho pests.

Tho closer tho postti tho more parpon 
dlculur tho bull should ho when It 
strikes the ground. This is something 
tho kicker must guago for himself. 


"When the ball Is dropped great 


,caro should bo exercised. It must be 
done gently und there must bo no 
force which might twist It sideways 
nnd out of line. If thero Is tho kick 
Is likely to go off nt nn angle. 
Tho 


lacing should always bo on tho oppo- 
nlto Bide from which 
tho 
ball 
Is 


kicked, for tho rawhide presents too 
uneven a surface for good 
results. 


When-tho ball Is dropped tho foot 
should bo brought back, tho kicker 
rising on the toea of his other foot 
to hotter balance 
hlmtiolf and 
got 


more force. 


"Thon comes another Important de- 


tail. Tho ball must ho kicked just as 
Its apex touches tho ground. 
If tho 


too strikes the ball boforo It touches 
Lbo ground It In not a drop kick and 
the ball will shoot along tho ground 
nnd hot rise. If tho kick, on tho oth- 
er hand, in too alow and tho ball has 
risen on tho bound, tho Impetus la 
Ikoly to send It straight up In the 
air, and nothing Is gained, Tho too 
hould hit tho ball just at tho Instant 
Iho ball hits tho ground. Then, If tho , 


ball bo truly dropped, tho effect Is 
the same as kicking a goal 
from 


placement. 


"It takes much practice and nn ac- 


curate Judgment of time and distance- 
to gain this end, but onco Judged cor- 
rectly, It comes instinctively there- 
after. I have explained tho kick up 
to tho tlmo tho ball hits tho ground 
nnd hnvo explained why It should bo 
struck by tho too at tho same time 
that U hits tho ground. Now some- 
thing about another essential point. 
Tho shoo worn hy tho kicker should 
havo a Htlft toe. It should lit tho foot 
snugly, for If It Is too long tho leather. 
Is liable to curl and give and tho kick 
la apt to go wrong. 
But tho stiff, 


rounded surface of tho too 'adds to 
tbo accuracy of tho attempt. 


"When tho hall hits tho ground tha 


klckor should havo his tic underneath 
tho sldo nearest him and 
the 
foot 


should bo pointing directly nt tho goal 
posts. That also gives tho direction 
to tho kick, for If kicked at an angle 
tho bull will rlso nt nn angle. When 
tho kicking foot IB brought forward It 
must be done with an easy swing.' I 
do not mean that thero should bo llt- 
tlo force behind tho kick. That IB nec- 
essary if tho ball Is to carry any dis- 
tance. What 1 mean by gentle IB that 
tho swepp of tho leg should bo free 
nnd even nnd without tho sudden jerk 
which lt> liable to ruin any kick. 


"Tho weight should bo shifted from 


tho too of the loft foot to tho heel, 
although 
tho foot IB 
flat 
on 
the 


ground. The knee of the kicking foot 
Is slightly bent when 
the bull 
Is 


struck, but with tho onward sweep of 
tho leg tho kneo locks and thus gives 
tho ball further Impetus. 
After the 


ball has been kicked 
tho 
knco 
la 


locked and the foot is in tho same po- 
sition aa It was when tho ball was 
kicked, Some kickers straighten tho 
foot BO as to make a lino from knee to 
toe, but It Is in doing this that they 
sometimes shift tho original direction. 


"Of course, In drop kicking thero 


are many things to bo considered. 
Tho direction of tho wind may compel 
tho klckor to allow for It In a try from 
\ distance, and If strong will enter 
nto consideration even for a short 
<lck. Then, too, tho condition of tlio 
ground must bo taken Into consider- 
ation. The kicker must sco tlmt ho 
ma a comparatively level spot on 
which to drop tho ball. If It la bumpy 
tho ball Is llablo to bound badly and 
thus destroy tho effect of perfect drop- 
ping. 


"Practically tho samo points should 


bo followed In punting. Tho kicker 
should always try to mako a kick In 
just tlio same time, whether ho Is 
merely practicing on a clear field or 
actually kicking from behind the lino 
In a gamo, llu should try and feol Just 
us If thero wore no ono trying to 
break through the line and block his 
kick. Ho should know he has Just so 
many seconds In which to make tho 
kick, and ho must take all that time 
to Increase tho accuracy of tho kick. 
Uut, above all, tho essential point for 
good kicking Is practice, and lots at 
it. Tho man who will not work at 
kicking and Btudy tho art—If It can 
bo called that—can never hope to suc- 
ceed."

Whether Its domination lie for irood 
or evil Uepcnrts upon the (llsposltlon 
nt Us dispensers and tho tempi-rot 
Its benellclarles. 


This Is a lime of ««'neral 


tucie. Tho numbers of the rli-h and 
the proportions or tht-lr forluiu-s sur- 
pass those of all former «'ras. This 
Is neither surprising nor factlilcus. 
Inventive jrenlous, sclentIlli- rcsi-an-h, 
development of nature's hidden re- 
sources, multiplication of Industries. 
widening Holds of exploitation, these 
with many other causes have com- 
bined to make this the phenomenal 
money K'ottliiK a«e of all history. 


Hut while the numbers of the suc- 


cessful and the magnitude oftlu-lr ac- 
quisitions have vastly Increased, the 
ranks of the unsuccessful are mull- 
mlnlbhed and the myriads of the 
world's plodders have not decreased. 
It Is therefore not extraordinary that 
the ancient Jealousy of poverty to- 
wards wealth, and the envy of failure 
twwards success, should 
IM- greatly 


developed anil sharply accentuated. 
Wealth Is essentially seltlsh. 
1 do 


not mean that rich men are necessar- 
ily or ordinarily sdtllsh. The cont ra- 
ry as a rule 1 believe to be true. Hut. 
wealth, as an Institution. Is Inevita- 
bly selfish. It expands or contracts 
with financial and governmental poll- 
cles. It shrinks from the breath of 
revolution. It hides from 
popular 


clamor. 
Its Increment depends upon 


Its aggressiveness yet It Is ever on 
the defensive. From Held and mine 
and forest and ocean li provides the 
materials for Its own creation and ex- 
pansion, yet a breath nf suspicion 
may frighten It Into retirement or 
drive It beyond the shores of Its own 
habitation. 
Hence It. Is not astonish- 


ing that wealth should perpetually 
guard Itself and strenuosuly Invoke 
the right of self defense. 


Nor Is It remarkable that possessors 


of wealth should Incite the envj of 
their less fortunate brethren. That 
Is one of human nature's character- 
istics. If every man would carefully 
and honestly analy/e his feelings few- 
would llnd 
themselves without a 


tinge ef envy. When we behold our 
neighbor climbing the ladder of suc- 
cess, while fortune persistently keeps 
us at the bottom, the nature must be 
thoroughly regenerated that feels no 
sting of envy. 


The conditions arising from the re- 


lations of poverty and wealth, capital 
and labor, are complicated. 
States- 


manship and phllanthrophy thus far 
have failed to sovle the problems In- 
volved. This failure Is not owhig to 
lack of honest endeavor. 
The* best 


and brightest men have undertaken 
tho task, but the bitterness remains, 
tho strife continues. 


Tho reasons for these deplorable re- 


sults, or this lack of resultsare many, 


I but they all exist In the nature of the 
contending forces. We assume, that 
morally, tho representatives ,,| tbeso 
diverse conditions were originally on 
a common level, and that their diver- 
gence was the result of environment, 
or accident, or development of i|Uall- 
ties found In some but lacking In oth- 
ers. No matter what the cause, they 
camototbo part Ing of the ways and 
each entered upon Its chosen path- 
Some of those paths led to success, 
some to mediocrity, some to disaster, 
but all to antagonism. The rich man 
entrenched himself behind the walls 
of his .st rong city. 
Day by day Ids 


treasures accumulated and night by 
night ho constructed new and strong- 
er fortltlcations for their protection. 
With wealth came power, with jiower 
came conceit, with conceit came am- 
bition. The effect of these newly de- 
veloped passions corresponded to the 
nature of their respective possessors. 
Some lost the impulse of sympathy 
and steadily hardened their hearts. 
Some yielded to self indulgence and 
became slaves of tho baser passions. 
Some became ostentatious and at- 
tempted tlie role of "1'rlnce liotintl- 
ful for their own glorification. Some 
entered the political arena and bar- 
tered for tho honors which others had 
won through eloquence, courage and 
virtue. Others sought to build an 
aristocracy of wealth, and through In- 
heritance forever to perpetuate their 
purchased 
magnificence. 
Hut how- 


over diverse may have been the con- 
duct of tho favorites of fortune, there 
were some things which they held 
and did In common. All continued 
tho eager strife for wealth, each emu- 
IOUH as to who should most greatly 
multiply his millions, All wore liu- 
buud with thu arrogant sense of pro- 


prietorship, expressed In the formula 
—what Is mine In law Is mine by 
right, to do wit has 1 will. Hut, thorn 
Is one thing that the rich as well as 
tho poor must reckon with, and that 
Is that they all are under God's wide 
dominion. Not only does God reign 
in 
the 
universe, but 
at 
some 


period He takes u hand In every in- 
dividual life: and the nations and the 
men who have recognized that prin- 
ciple have been the strongest and the 
greatest. 
It will not do to repudiate 


this overlordshlp. Whether willingly 
or peforce, for good or evil, we must 
be cltl/ens of this universal kingdom. 
Our existence and possessions are 
given us for a purpose, and that pur- 
pose Involves the good of all mankind. 
The doctrines of socialism are falla- 
cious, Impracticable and dangerous, 
but what Is yours Is such only for 
legitimate, enlightened and reverent 
uses. Onlv when men shall learn 
that U'ssoii can wealth fulfill Its prop- 
or and Intended functions and be an 
Instrument of universal betterment. 


Hut. the poor man has not been 


without fault. 
He has yellded too 


readily t o t lie spirit of envy. He ha> 
lent a willing ear to the voice of the 
demagogue, and has too often Imbibed 
a hatred nf the rich man because he 
Is rich. That sentiment Is born either 
of Ignorance, folly or anarchy, and 
from this base triumvirate we shal' 
not, be safe untlll we learn to estimate 
men on their merits and not from 
their environment. We must lean 
that 
while 
we hear this "morta 


coll" there must be degrees of exls 
tence. difference in success, variation? 
of fortune, all the changes and dls 
Unctions that can arise from differ 
ent conditions, and 
abilities. AI 


men may bring themselvelves to hlgl 


noral excellence. They may, by the | 
iractlce of the beatitudes, develop 
plrltual natures and vindicate tho 
(quality of manhood, but neither by 
Jiolr own efforts, by socialistic prop- 
aganda nor by Intervention of law can 
liey equall/e awonic mankind the 
gifts of fortune or the attainments 
of genius. When the Divine Teach- 
er said "ye 
have the poor always 


with you" 
He enunciated a truth 


vhlch probably will exist while the 
world stands. Always will the "sour 
grapes" be beyond the reach of some, 
and that cond'ltlon will not be for- 
tultouf, because It Is better that the 
grapes snould hang high than that 
;he feeble should eat them and the 
children's teeth be set on edge. 
In 


otnor words, contentment was Intend- 
ed to be one of the cardinal virtues, 
and chronic discontent will sour the 
sweetest nature and wreck the most 
promising life. 


Millennium Is more than a dream, 


but the dream cannot be realized un; 
till all arbitrary class distinctions 
shall be abolished. There are barriers 
In every life, but they should be only 
iuch as nature erects. Man aids too 
much In obstructing his neighbor'* 
pathway. The key to Utopia will be 
found when there shall be a universal 
concession of mutual rights and a 
general assumption of mutual burdens. 
When the rich kindly regard the poor 
and aid them by devoting more of 
their hoarded 
wealth to unselflsl 


purposes: when the poor shall respect 
the rich and cooperate with them for 
the betterment of the world; in short 
when the prevalence of the Ooldet 
llulc shall have demonstrated that 
men are brothers In fact us well ai 
theory, then shall be realized the gol 
den age of which poets have dreamed 
for which philanthropists have hopec 
and prophets prayed. Soniotult.be.
